Reasons 



(Reason 1) 

The invention recited in the claims listed below of the present application 
should not be granted a patent under the provision of Patent Law Section 29 (2) since it 
could have easily been made by a person ordinary skilled in the art to which the 
invention pertains, on the basis of the invention described in the publications listed 
below which have distributed in Japan or foreign countries prior to the filing of the 
present application or the invention, or became usable by the public through an electric 
communication.

■ Claims 1 to 14, and 17 to 19 

• Cited documents 1 and 2 

• Remarks 

Cited document 1 discloses an ink cartridge for supplying ink by being 
mounted on an ink jet recording apparatus, more specifically, it discloses an invention of 
ink cartridge comprising a container body, a gas shielding film, and a lid. Herein, the 
container body has an opening part, which opens at a side face thereof. The gas 
shielding film is attached to the side face of the container body in order to cover the 
opening part, which defines an ink containing chamber. The lid covers over the gas 
shielding film. (Refer to column 8, lines 39 to 49) However, cited document 1 fails to 
disclose "the lid is fixed to the ink cartridge by means of caulking." 

With regard to this respect, however, cited document 2 discloses an ink tank 
including a cover member fixed thereto. More specifically, the fusion-bonding pin is 
provided on the ink tank, and a pinhole is formed in the cover member. The cover 
member is fixed to the ink tank in such a manner that the fusion-bonding pin is inserted 
into the pinhole of the cover member, and then a tip part of the fusion-bonding pin is 
caulked by deforming the tip part with heat. (Refer to column 7, lines 18 to 35, and Figs. 
5 to 8) 

As described above, cited documents 1 and 2 disclose "ink cartridge having a 
lid". Thus, it would have been obvious to a person ordinary skilled in the art at the 
time the invention was made for the cited document 1 to incorporate "a method for 
caulking" as taught by the cited document 2 in order to fix the lid to the ink cartridge. 



As a result, it has been concluded that the invention in claims 1, 2, and 17 
could have been derived easily on the basis of cited documents 1 and 2. Additionally, 
the invention in claims 3 to 14, 18, and 19 are just a matter of design choice which could 
be employed if appropriate.

• Remarks 

The cited document 3 discloses that a circuit board (corresponding to "a storing 
means" of the present invention) is mounted on the ink cartridge by caulking a portion 
of a supporting part of the circuit board. (Refer to column 6, lines 10 to 34, and Fig.3) 
Furnishing such structure is just a matter of design choice which could be employed if 
appropriate. Accordingly, it could have easily been made by a person ordinary skilled 
in the art to furnish the structure recited in claims 15 and 16 on the basis of the 
invention described in the cited document 3.
